Thousands of Americans who 
want to enlist in European 
armies are getting a polite “no 
thank you” from the belligerents. 

A canvass of embassies showed 
today that many United States 
citizens have offered to fight for 
Great Britain, France, Germany, 
Finland and Poland. Russian em- 
bassy officials were non-commit- 
tal. 

Most ‘diplomats called attention 
to a 1917 statute forbidding 
Americans from serving in a for- 
eign army and said they were do- 
ing nothing which might bring 
about violations. There have been 
no. prosecutions of Americans 
who fought in the Spanish civil 
war, however, 

British embassy spokesman 
said that thousands of persons 
had sought to enlist for Great Bri- 
tain, but that even British sub- 
jects residing in this country, 
had net been accepted. 

At the German embassy, offi- 
cials said they had _ received 
many inquiries regarding enlist- 
ment, but that most applicants 
were ineligible because they 
were not Germen citizens.

Figures given out by the city Comp- 
troller show that in the 35 years since it 
was incorporated as a city Edmonton has 
borrowed $50,000,000, has paid $58,000,- 
000 in interest and principal, and now 
owes $26,000,000, all in round numbers. 

In the meantime shrewd investments 
of the sinking funds earned $10,000,000, 
which went to reduce the amount the tax- 
payer had to pay. But this was a side- 
issue, and is not an essential part of the 
calculation. Had the sinking funds not 
been administered successfully, the tax- 
payer would have had to make up the 
whole amount of the interest and princi- 
pal payments, plus any losses of sinking 
funds. : 

The bald fact that the city has paid 
$8,000,000 more than it borrowed and 
still owes $26,000,000 carries its own 
moral. So far as it is possible to do so, it 
pays to “pay a8 we go”. 


Worthy Successors 


King George paid a high tribute to the 
new generation of ‘“Tommies,” now hold- 
ing a section of the Maginot line, when he 
said that in spirit and efficiency they are 
equals of their predecessors who twenty- 
odd years ago stopped the rush of an ear- 
lier generation of the enemy troops. The 
same can be said with full confidence also 
of the men who from Canada and the 
other dominions are to share their task. 

We of the present day do not have to 
scan the pages of ancient or mediaeval 
history to find records of valour, in the 
individual and in mass. For courage, re- 
source and staying power, the men who 
rushed to arms a quarter of a century ago 
showed themselves to be peers of the war- 
riors of all ages and climes. The new 
generation now taking their places in the 
new fighting line are of the same blood 
and tradition. They too will quit them- 
selves like men. 

Fortunately. these new generation sol- 
diers have some advantages over their 
predecessors in the World War. There 
has been time to pick men with greater at- 
tention to physical condition. They are 
being well trained before going into ac- 
tion. And they are being equipped with 
the best weapons money and ingenuity 
can provide. In mechanical efficiency, as 
well as in soldierly qualities, the Allied 
armies of the present day are well fitted 
to turn back the forces of aggression, as 
did the gray-haired veterans who watch 
them at their training and cheer them on 
their way. 


The “Ultimatum” 


What has been called the “ultimatum” 
which the League of Nations sent to Rus- 
sia is a new variety. It was not a notice 
that unless certain things were done the 
senders would resort to force to compel 
the doing of them. It was not addressed 
to Russia only, but to Finland also. Only 
because Finland immediately concurred 
did it become a challenge to Russia alone. 

The so-called ultimatum was nothing 
more than an invitation to 
Finland, urgent and direct, to cease hos- 
tilities and submit their case to negotia- 
tion, with the League lending its services 
as mediator. Finland agreed forthwith. 
Russia did not. Both in this acted con- 
sistently. Finland has throughout declar- 
ed its willingness to negotiate, and Finnish 
soldiers have not attempted foot 
on Russian soil. Russia rejected the al- 
Ways open avenue of peaceful settlement 
and hurled its armed forces 
neighbor. 

The note asked Finland to do nothir 
other than it had been w 
the outset. It asked Russia tv 
its new role of aggressor, retur he 
ways of reason, and regain the position 
it held four months ago as a peaceful 
member of the community of nations. If 
this was putting Moscow “on the sp 
or suggesting that it acquiesce in its own 
embarrassment,; that was only because 
Moscow had deliberately broken its 
piedges as a member of the League and 
put itself in a position impossible of de- 
fence on any moral ground. 

Whatever comes of it, the League did 
its duty, and no more than its duty, in 
counselling peace and offering its services 
as peacemaker, If Moscow did not wel- 
come the proposal, that was only because

Cn the Outside 


In the professional opinion of Signor 
Gayda as expounder in chief of Fascist 
aims and abilis, the League of Nations 
dealt itself a “fatal blow” when it struck 
the name of Italy off the membership roll 
on Monday, the period of grace having 
expired without the pledge-breaking Gov- 
ernment of that country expressing a de- 
sire to again associate itself with the 
forces of law and order. 

There is no doubt that what Gayda 
says about the League is what Mussolini 
hopes. Hopes, but is not quite sure of, 
therefore lets Gayda say. Just as he lets 
Gayda do the talking about Hitler’s war, 
while Benito, having left his axis partner 
to fight alone, skulks in pretended neu- 
trality, hoping that his own crimes will 
be forgotten when the day of settlement 
comes. 

It may be that the League is going 
to die—though if it does it will have to 
be revived later on. But there is no dan- 
ger that it will die because Italy has with- 
drawn. That was the best service Italy 
could render to it. The League is designed 
as an organization of governments which 
are willing to keep their word. The pres- 
ent Government of Italy having demon- 
strated that its word is valueless, could 
continue membership only in false pre- 
tence and for purposes of deception. 

Italy could do good service as a mem- 
ber of the League. But only if it had a 
government that would live up to the 
covenant. As its present Government will 
not do that, Italy’s membership could be 
only a handicap, not a help, to the pur- 
poses for which the League exists. 

The question I] Duce should be asking 
himself just now is not whether the 
League can get along without him, ‘but 
whether he can get along without the sup- 
port of the League powers. 


Editorial Notes 


Of all countries in the world, only one 
is less qualified to protest the Allied block- 
ade in the name of international law and 
the rights of neutrals than is Russia, the 
assailant of Finland and the camouflaged 
ally of the power that sinks neutral ships 
without warning and strews the seas with 
magnetic mines. 

The city police are applying the new 
jay-walking bylaw with mercy. But that 
doesn't mean the bylaw has been rescind- 
ed or suspended. What it means is that 
the police, at some risk of getting them- 
selves into trouble, are trying to get the 
jay-walkers to co-operate for their own 
safety.

Stones containing calcium 
are the ones most easily detected. 
The treatment of gallstones de- 
pends upon the individual] case. The 
larger type of stone may require 
surgical removal, as it is hopeless to 
expect it will be able to pass out of 
the gall bladder of its own accord. 
When a large stone is detected, the 
best plan is to rely upon the advice 
of a good surgeon, who will decide 
whether immediate operation prom- 
ises successful results, or whether 
it is advisable to delay. 

The small stones may often pass 
spontaneously. Many surgeons re- 
commend a period of “watchful 
waiting’ when the patient is get- 
ting along reasonably well and when 
the stones are quite small. In my 

} own experience I have found that 
in the case of the small stones the 
patient may often be helped by go- 
ing on a short fast, and using the 
olive oil and grapejuice emulsion. 
The emulsion will stimulate the 
flow of bile and will bring about a 
situation favorable to the passage 
of the small type of stone. During

should go on a very careful diet, 
omitting foods having much fat or 
oil and also omitting sugar and 
starch in any quantity. Constipation 
must be avoided. These measures 
may provide the patient with long 
periods when he is comparatively 
free from symptoms. 

If, after a most careful fasting 
and dieting regimen, the stones still 
remain in the gall bladder, there is 
still plenty of time to consider an 
Operation if it seems necessary. Ine 
fection, lodgment of a stone in the 
common duct producing persistent 
jaundice, and similar situations may 
force a crisis requiring surgery, but 
it is also true that in many cases 
the best plan is to leave the stone 
in the gall bladder, giving the pa- 


‘tient relief through a good dietary 


management of his case, avoidance 
of constipation, and the use of heat 
over the gall bladder.

WHEAT POLICY 
TO CONTINUE 


Trading Will Be Allowed 
To Proceed As Usual 


At Winnipeg 


OTTAWA, Dec. 13—The gov- 
ernment plans to continue its 
open-markect wheat policy as the 
best means of relieving the wheat 
glut and disposing of Canada's 
huge wheat surplus. 

Trading will be allowed to pro- 
ceed as usual on Winnipeg grain 
exchange, it was learned here 
Tuesday, and British war pure 
chases of wheat will have to be 
made through the ordinary trade 
channels on the grain exchange. 


The permanency of this policy, 
however, will depend on the pro- 


| gress of the war. 


When the war started, some con- 


| sideration was given to a proposal 


to set up a government wheat 
monopoly after the fashion of the 
monopoly established in Britain 
when the wheat controller was ap- 
pointed to purchase all the wheat 
for Britain and France. 


SITUATION STUDIED 

Such a proposal would involve 
fixing a price and eliminating the 
open market. But the Canadian 
government allowed the oper mar- 
ket to operate as usual for three 
months after the outbreak of the 
conflict while the situation was 
studied and it has been decided 
now to allow the open market to 
continue. 

As the farmers and the govern- 
ment await British and independ. 
ent buying orders to show on the 
grain exchange, elevators through- 
out the country are clogged with 
wheat. 

Navigation closed on the Great 
Lakes at midnight last night, with 
cancellation of insurance risks on 
hulls and cargoes.

BISHOP DIES 
IN ENGLAND 


Rt. Rev. H. A. Gray Passes 
At 76—Was “Cowboy 


Parson” 


Bishop of the Edmonton diocese 
ef the Church of England in Can- 
ada for 17 years and one of west- 
tern Canada's best known and 
best loved pioneer parsons, Rt. 
Rey. Henry Allen Gray died Tues- 
day night at Bungay, Suffolk, 
England, at the age of 76 years. 

Word of Bishop Gray's death was 
received here Wednesday by cabie- 
@ram by Rt. Rev. A. E. Burgett, | 
present bishop of Edmonton, | 


ON CHINA COAST 


Bishop Gray was born in London, 
England, in July, 1863, and later 
lived on the China coast where his 
father was a commander in the Brit- 
ish navy. After his father’s death 
he came with his mother to Canada 
and they settled on a smal] ranch 
west of Calgary. | 

As a young man he entered the 
ministry and attended the Univer- 
sity of Manitoba, where he receive 
his B.A. in 1895 and his M.A, in 
1898, He received the B.D. degree 
from St. John’s College, Winnipeg, | 
in 1914, his LL.B. from the Univer- 
sity of Alberta in 1916 and B.D. from 
Emmanuel College in 1927. 

In the early years of his preach- 
ing he was fondly known as “the 
cowboy parson” and came to South 
Edmonton in 1895 as a curate. From 
1904 to 1914 he was rector and rural | 
dean of Edmonton, being consecrat- 
ed bishop at All Saints’ Pro-Cathed- 
ral on March 20, 1914. He left Ed- | 
monton in 1931 to retire in England. 

H, A. Gray sehool here was named 
for him, A memorial service is 
being arranged at the pro-cathedral | 
by Bishop Burgett. 

TWO SURVIVE 

In 1918 Bishop Gray was married
